1 first met 
Gisevius sometime early in 1943 and he advised me of 
the specific plot against Hitler of July 20, 1944, a week 
or ten days before that date. The communications I 
received from Washington in response to my reporting 
on the plot are not now available to me. 

With regard to Gisevius’ present whereabouts, 1 
understand that he has left the United States and 1 believe 
he is now residing in Germany.
